T h e report 
of the Stale 
Board 
of 
H e a l t h contains paragraphs relating to 
I diphtheria and typhoid fever that ought 
to be widely read, one for the warning 
I it gives as to the contagious 
character 
of diphtheria, the other because it re- 
t moves 
a widespread 
misapprehension 
. as to the contagiousness of typhoid fe- 
ver, says the Public Ledger. 
Diphthe- 
ria has been unusually prevalent 
both 
in the city and country, and as to this 
disease the report says: "VVhile the dis- 
ease is undoubtedly maintained, foster- 
ed and intensified by the 
filthy 
condi- 
tions which prevail in most of our small 
towns, yet the principal reason of its 
widespread existence and its long con- 
tinuance 
in 
neighborhoods 
is 
to be 
' found in uninterrupted 
communication 
j between the sick, the convalescent, the 
' inhabitants of infected houses and the 
well, and residents of uninfected hous- 
es. 
When we succeed 
in establishing 
this fact in the m i n d s o f the pcople,and 
inducing them to adopt the precautions 
.^which it necessitates, we shall have ren- 
dered epidemics of diphtheria as rare 
as those of small pox now are." 


T h e reference to typhoid lever is en- 
tirely different in character 
but 
only 
secondary in importance. 
T h e report 
says: T y p h o i d fever, on the contrary,is 
not spread by direct contact and infec- 
tion. 
It 
is important 
that 
this 
fact 
should be as widely disseminated as the 
other. 
In an insi-ection made by the 
j secretary with the last month a 
hap- 
I less individral who, with several mem- 
bers of his family, had recently suffer- 
ed from this disease, complained 
that 
they would not c o m e into the house, 
and he and hid family found it difficult 
to obtAin the necessaries of life 
and 
nursing care. Thi<5 belief-prevails quite 
widely, and is entirely unfounded. 
A 
v/ell person may nuise a typhoid 
fever 
patient night and day without impunity, 
only taking the prLcaution not lo eat 
or drink in the sick room, and to d n n k 
n ) unboiled water." 


T h a t some people have a proper un- 
derstanding 
of the coi t igioi sness 
of 
diphtheria and proper regard 
lur 
the 
welfare of olheis was well illustrated in 
this city a few weeks ago. 
A 
young 
boy had taken a book from a public h- 
brary and while he had it at his home 
was attacked 
with diphtheria. 
When 
he recovered his mother sent to the li 
brary a new copy of the book that had 
been borrowed, stating that as her son 
had had the other copy while suffering 
from the disease,she was afraid it might 
spread 
contagion 
and 
hati, therefore 
bu.ned it. That is the spirit that should 
actuate every one having 
care of 
pa 
tienls suffering 
from 
diphtheria, 
for 
when it begins to rule epidemics oi the 
disease will become almost unknown.

THE ROADS OF TÜE WORLD.

Our agricultural colleges deserve tha 
favor and hearty support of our farmers, 
declares tho New York Obiervei^ for, 
taken as a whole, they are doing much 
good to the cause of agriculture. 
There 
are some individual schools that as yet 
liave not fallen wholly into line with 
what should be the main 
purpose of 
their existence, but that is no reason why 
all should be condemned. 
The report of 
ono of these colleges now 
before us 
snows that thirty-six per cent, of all its 
graduates are practically 
engaged 
in 
fanning, while 
four 
per 
cent, 
are 


• engaged in the other industrial pursuits 
for which the college fitted them, and 
seven per cent, are Presidents or Pro- 
fessors of other agricultural schools. 
Thus forty-seven per cent, are engaged 
in tho line of work for which tho college 
especially trains. 
We doubt if 
many 
teehnioal schools can show as good an 
average. 
And it is to be presumed that' 
as time passes a larger number will bo 
found in agriculture, as many of tho 
graduates are compelled to follow other 
avocations at first in order to earn and 
•eavo the money necessary to establish 
4hemselyes upon the farm. 


Tho Anciont R o m a n 
Roads—ThoF?o 
of Modorii Kiiropc—SoutJi Ameri- 
can and Fiji Hoails. 


Since mankind constructed society and 
became distributed over tho world roads 
have been necessary to the existence and 
progress of tiie race. 
From the time of 
Moses 
there have been royal 
roads. 
First 
tho Egyptians, 
afterwards 
the 
Israelites and then tho Greeks called their 
lines of travel that were not used for 
special purposes '*royal roads'* or the 
king's highways. 
In Greece the royal 
roads were inspected and cared for by 
•the senate at Athens. 
In Lacedemonia, 
Thebes and other States they were under 
the supcrvisian of the most eminent men. 
Their roads, however, were not the best 
of tho ancients'. 
It was reserved for a 
commeicial city, Carthage, to build the 
first paved roads. 


The Romans followed the example of 
the Carthaginians, and these great high- 
ways, which connected Homo with its 
provinces, were the most renowned aud 
durable ever constructed. 
All over 
Europe, Asia and Afiica, wherever their 
Ejoperors ruled, they built roads that 
have been supposed by the ignorant of 
different ages to be of 
supernatural 
origin. 


The continued 
existence of some of 
these wonderful roads thousands of years 
after their completion 
has proved the 
skill and greatness of tho master minds 
which planned and built them. 
The 
Roman via Appia, tho via Aurelia, the 
via Flaminia, the roads to the Rhine and 
the Danube, and the 4000 miles of road 
from the Wall of Antoninus in Great 
Britain through Rome to Jerusalem still 
reveal lessons of construction worthy of 
the study of the road builders of the 
nineteenth century. 
They were accu- 
rately divided by milestones,and ran in a • 
dircct line from one city to another, with 
very little respect for the obstacles of 
nature or private property. 
The middle 
part was raised into a terace and con- 
sisted of several strata of sand, gravel 
and cement, and was paved with large 
stones, wiiich, near the capital, were of 
granite. 


Adam Smith's assertion that 
**the' 
construction of roads is tho greatest of 
all improvements," and the sayin^ of tho 
Abby Reynal that '^wherever we shall 
find no facility of travel from a city to a 
town or from a village to a hamlet wo 
may pronounce the 
people to be bar- 
barians" have long,especially in Europe, 
been accepted by mankinl. 
Roads are 
the acknowledged 
civilizers of 
the 
world. 


Americans who find themselves 
in 
Europe are struck with astonishment at 
the enormous loads drawn by horses and 
dogs. 
Oae glance of the eye from the 
loads to the roads and half the wonder 
would be accounted for, because the 
roads have almost everything to do with 
it. 
The ancients knew and appreciated 
the importance of good public roads. 
Many of the roads built b j the ancient 
Romans and traveled 
by 
the 
proud 
Roman conquerors remain to this day. 
This is particularly the case in Turkey, 
where they have, ever since the Roman 
era, been in use, with little or no repair. 


Roads in Europe are quite usually 
flanked ou either side by two and some- 
times four rows of shade trees, which add 
much beauty to the country through'which 
they run and from a distance are particu- 
larly picturesque where several roads in- 
tersect. 
One can mark the roads in thtir 
windings sometimes as far as the eye can 
reach by these fresh green shade trees, 
which, with the various teams of horses 
and dogs laden with the products oi 
farms, mines and shop, conspire to make 
a very pretty scene. 
The public roads 
of Belgium enter into successful compe- 
tion with the railroads, so much so that 
a man who has his team does not by any 
means consider himself forced to send 
his products by rail. 


One can mount his wagon at tho Eng- 
lisli Channel and drive through 
the 
breadth 
of Europe (except in time of 
snow), or its length, without sinking as 
deep as the fellies of bis wheels in the 
mud, in any weather at any time of tho 
year. 
The roads are so firm that rain 
docs not soften they; they are no sloughs 
to wade through, no periods when the 
factory and the farm are cut oil from the 
rest of the world by an impassable sea of 
mud. 
The loss in break-downs of vehi- 
cles, of breakage in harness, in time to 
abor, increased food, shortened life and 
injuries to horses by bad roads in the 
United States would amount to an im- 
mense sum of money if statistics could be 
gathered and formulated. 
Railroads, 
also, 
are directly interested in good 
country roads. 
Whatever opens u^) the 
remote farm lot for easy hauling to tho 
railroad station, or brings an additional 
acre of arable- land nearer to tho city, 
cheapens the market for the poorest and 
increases the volume of trade ond com- 
merce for all. 


The French roads have compelled tho 
respect and aduiiration of foreigners for 
a century, and of all tho roads in the 
country those considered tlie most excel- 
lent and at the same time most dillicult 
of maintenance happen to lie iQ the most 
rugtjed of the Alps, with their peaks for- 
ever snowulad and rising to a height of 
11,000 feet. 
These Alpine roads are 
numerous, of easy grade, solidly built, 
always open and always good save when 
temporarily blocked with snow. 
They 
are subjected to the most changeful and 
violent forces of nature. 
Snovy. froit. 


ice and furious glacial torrents sprinpfing 
suddenly into existence at unexpected 
points have sought for a decade to de- 
stroy them, but in vain. 
The greater 
part of tho roads in Franco are macadam- 
ized ; it is only in towns that paving 
atones are used. 
A serious objection to 
the use of tho latter in Cities lies in the 
ready weapons which they afford in tho 
hands of mobs during periods of riot. 


No part of the road system is neg- 
lected; 
the routes are 
divided- into 
sections of half a mile to three miles in 
length, according to the importance of 
the road, each of which is conlided to a 
man or number of men, so that every 
foot of tho roadway is inspected daily 
and is kept in thorough repair. 


In respect to construction the German 
road making is identical with that of 
Franco and Switzerland. 
Every im- 
portant road is a graded macadamized 
turnpike, with culverts of massive stone, 
ditches ou either side and generally lined 
with trees, either poplar, sycamore or 
linden. 
The general principle 
which 
obtained in Saxony formerly was that 
the obligation of keeping up tho roads 
depended on the levying of toll and safe- 
guard duty on thom. 
This species of 
toll was so called because in lormer 
times travelers passing over insecure roads 
leading through forests or thinly settled 
districts were escorted by armed knights, 
who levied this safeguard duty in return 
for their services. 


Russian highways are as a rule badly 
built and continually in process of mend- 
ing. 
When Alexander Dumas returned 
from Russia, which he had been visiting, 
he was asked how he liked the roads in 
that country. He replied. 
never saw 
any. 
In winter they were covered with 
snow and in summer they were always 
being repaired.** 


In no country in the world is the con- 
struction of roadways carried out with 
more scientific skill and thoroughness 
than in Switzerland. 
The mountainous 
nature of the country, the consequent 
difliculty of providing means of easy 
communication between points and the 
severe tests to which roads arc subjected 
by the violence of storms and the sudden 
swelling of water courses, have from the 
earliest period rendered the subject of 
road building one of primary importance 
to the dwellers in the Alps. 


One of the greatest channs of English 
scenery to the American visitor is tho 
beauty of its hedge-hned, stone-bedded 
roads. 
Much of England's 
scenery 
would be nothinii without them. 
The 
country roads in Ireland suffer materially 
from comparisons with the roads in Eng- 
land and Wales, but as compared with 
the average country road in the United 
JStates they seem to approximate closely 
to perfection. 
The course described by 
the country roads in Ireland is most ir- 
regular and even tortuous, the apparent 
purpose being to avoid the points of the 
compass, but they are none 
the 
less 
beautiful on that account, 


Iq South America there are hardly any 
roads worthy of the name. 
Communi- 
cation between towns where there are 
no railways to the interior is by water in 
small boats or canoes, or by bridle paths 
on donkeys, mules or horseback. 
To go 
in a carriage of any description five, ten, 
twenty, forty or any number of miles, 
few or many, into the interior is a thing 
anheard of and unknown. 
In Brazil 
thirty days are often required for travel- 
ing a distance of 250 miles. 


The subject of scientific road building 
in Japan is one that has only of recent 
years received attention. 
Previous to 
the opening of the country to foreign 
intercourse nearly all of 
the 
inland 
travel and carrying was conQned to tho 
backs of coolies and pack horses, and in 
spite of the introduction of railways and 
jinrikishas such IS, to a very great ex- 
tent, still the case. 


In Fiji there are no roads that deserve 
the name. 
E ich magisterial district is 
at present making a dirt road by cutting 
two parallel ditches and throwing tho 
dirt from them between the two, more 
to employ prison labor than to build 
roads for trailic or pleasure. 
The main 
streets of the cities are made oi broken 
coral washed up by the sea, which is a 
very good material for the purpose, but 
not very lasting. The traliic of the islands 
is all done by water; consequently roads 
are not required. 


Ono of tho Rare Metals. 


Those with only an elementary knowl' 
edge of chemistry are aware that thero 
are more than forty recognized 
metals. 
A large number of these can only bo 
regarded as curiosities of the laboratory, 
for there is no specilic use for them; in- 
deed, they uie found in nature in such 
minute quantities th^t some of them are 
far more precious than gold. 


Among these rare metals is wolfram, 
or tungsten, a use for which has been 
found since -guns of enormous calibro 
came into vogue, 


It is unfortunately a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that these guns 
are 
liable to iracture; but it has been found 
that by adding a very small percentage 
of tungsten to the line steel of which the 
inner lining is made an elasticity is con- 
ferred upon the metal which it did not 
possess before, so that it will bear 
ex- 
pansion and contraction under 
heavy 
discbarges without giving way. 


Tungsten is a white metal of very 
brittle quality, and its specific gravity is 
only a trifle less than that of gold.— 
Ohamherii*» Journal. 


The annual amount of sawed lumbei 
of this country, if put upon a train of 
cars, would constitute a train 5í6,000 
miles long.

C^o of the curious features of modern 
life 15 tho extent to which tho most haz- 
ardous trades arc overrun by applicants 
for work. 
The clectric light companies 
never find any 
difficulty in obtaining 
all the linemen they need, notwithstand- 
in£f tho fact that the dangers of that kind 
of business have been demonstrated time9 
without number. 
The men who work in 
factories where wall paper is made fre- 
quently joke one another over tho tradition 
that a man's life, in this trade, is short- 
ened ten years. 


A similar belief is prevalent in factories 
where leather 
])aper3 are made, 
and 
among men wlio have to handle them 
and whoso lungs are said to become im- 
pe'"'od by inhaling tho dust arising from 
such papers. 
In certain other factories, 
where brass ornaments and fittings are 
made, the air is 
laden with very fine 
brazen particles, which arc,when inhaled, 
especially irritating to the lungs. 
But 
ono of tho most singular advertised calls 
for employes that was ever printed ap- 
peared recently in a Connecticut news- 
paper, signed by a iirm engaged in the 
business of building towers. 


It called for applicants only among 
those who arc young, strong and courage- 
ous, and closed by saying; "We warn 
all seekers for this job that it is of the 
most dangerous nature, and that few 
men continne in it 
more than a fow 
years. 
In fact, it is almost certain dea*.\i 
to the workman who follows this occu- 
Dation."—Mcdical AQB.

single illustration of this power being 
alforded by the fact that a really appreci- 
able eilect is produced 
on that 
instru- 
ment by a candle ¡jlaced two miles away. 


A kind of bituminous rock which is 
found in several places is California is 
being extensively used for street pave- 
ments in that State. 
These pavements 
are very like the asphalt pavements in 
New York and other eastern ciciea, such 
as that iu Wall street. 
The only differ- 
ence between the two materials is said to 
be that asphalt is a manufactured article 
made of bitumen and sand, while the 
rock has practically the same elements 
naturally combined. 


All Apple Orciinrd Twenty Miles Long*. 


In the wild 
district of Hawaii, be- 
tween Hana and Haiku, during July and 
August the most beautiful and largest 
ipple orchards in the world can bo seen. 
The Wilderness of Koolan, as the dis- 
trict is called, contains a forest of native 
wild apple trees, countless in number, 
jtretching from the sea far up the mount- 
ain sides. 
The trees vary from forty to 
llfty feet in height, and in tho harvest 
season, 
from July to September, 
are 
loaded down with fruit, some white, but 
mostly red. 


A person standing in the midst of this 
orchard can look around him for miles 
up the mountain and toward the road, 
and the only thing in view will bo one 
vast grove of applo trees literally red 
with ripe and ripening fruit, the branches 
of the trees bending to the ground with 
tho bounteous harvest. The crop of this 
extensive applo orchai'd which nature 
planted in tho solitary waste would fill 
a fleet of ten steamers. 


The orchard stretches over a country 
from five to ten miles wide by twenty 
miles long, and many of the larger trees 
bear at least fifty barrels apiece. 
The 
fruit is delicious for table use, and will 
appease both thirst and hunger, but as 
yet no one will take the trouble to make 
any commercial use of the apples. When 
ripe they will not keep more thau a 
week, but they make excellent jelly aud 
jam, and simply for the lack of a little 
American enterprise millions of apples 
are permitted 
annually to fall to the 
s;round and rot,— Ohimgo 
l^rihune, 


A flicrciiry Mine. 


Tho San Antonio E^ijvess says that tho 
discovery of a mine of quicksilver is re- 
ported in the mineral region of Texas, 
known as the Llano district. Tho metal 
issues, it says, from a spring that flows 
from a fissure in tho rocks on a hillside, 
and is found in considerable quantities 
in the bed of the spring. 
This wonder- 
ful spring is said to be located not a 
great distance from the recent find of 
gold on Beaver Creek.—Picayune»

What Strikes tho Truvolor "XVhen He 
Hides Into Southern States. 


Thronphout tlic border States of tlTo 
5outh the fuel for domestic use, as 
well as for running 
machinery, 
is 
wood. 
On iill tho railrr)ads wood is 
UKod exclusively for firing the cngineii. 
Each tender of the engine is stackcd 
high with short lengths of wood ready 
for u«io, which have boon gathered 
from the immense piles that are seen 
at regular intervals along the lines. 


Pine is plentiful in tho coast States, 
and is the wood principally used. 
It 
kindles easily, as everbody knows, and 
generates rapidly an intense heat, and 
still does not consume as quickly as at 
first 
appears. 
Passenger trains are 
frequently run from 117 to 129 miles 
with one cord of this wood. 


The traveler on these roads is apt 
to find the tliick, black smoke from 
the rich pine thrown oif by the engine 
equally as annoying and disagreeable 
as the sulphur fumes from the bitum- 
inous coal in common use on roads 
throughout the coal regions, 
l^ack 
from the smokestack 
is thrown 
a 
continual shower of sparks, making a 
pretty sight by night. 


These bits of ilre, as a rule, die out 
quickly and do very little damage. 
Rut a spark may occasionally enter 
through an open door or window and 
burn its Avay into your clothing or the 
cushions of the seat. 


Another 
disagreeable 
feature at- 
tending travel on these roads is the 
dust you encounter at all seasons of 
the 3^ear. Close the windows and door 
of the coach as you will, the white 
sand dust will enter the crevices and 
cover you from head to foot. 


Before you reach your journey's end 
3'ou will likely think you will either 
be suffocated with the tar smoke of 
the pine fuel or strangled with the 
dust. 
For this reason travelers once 
passing over Southern railroads see 
the necessity of providing themselves 
well with linen dusters or traveling 
cloaks as a double protection against 
sparks from locomotives and dust ol 
the wayside.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

A delightfully dainty kind of farm- 
ing, more elegantly 
testhetic than 
growing lilies in Bermnda and almost 
as profitable as raising checks and 
bank notes, is t h a t of Timothy 
Hop-

a grove of giant oaks Mr, Hopkins 
has a five-acre patch of violets of the 
rarest and moft beautiful varieties—> 
double whites, double blues, sky blue 
and one variety which is blue with a 
faint dot of red on one of the petals. 
The violets are planted in rows two 
feet apart, and under the cool shade 
and in the leaf mold soil they attain 
to perfection. 
For six months a year 
the grower bhips an average of 
fifty 
bunches of violets daily to San Fran- 
cisco and the returns are not far from 
the same number of dollars.

Plowing

current is to be transmitted to a field 
three miles distant, where a motor on a 
plow is to be operated. 
Tho cable at- 
tached to the plow is to be wound on a 
reel and drawn over the field. 


On each side of an intervening valley, 
twelve miles in width, stand two high 
peaks which tower above the 
other 
mountains and have long been known as 
landmarks, being called the twin peaks. 
These mountains are fully 10,0U0 feet 
high and at least 4000 feet above the 
near range. 
Only on rare occasions have 
these peaks been ascended and but little 
was known of their topography. 


Some weeks ago a party of tourists 
determined to make 
the ascent and 
divided into two parties, one for each 
peak. 
They, too, took apparatus for 
signaling, and expected to have pleasure 
and amusement by flashing the heliograph 
code across tho intervening space, to the 
mystiiication of the people of the valley. 


The ascent was made, and while the 
people were making arrangements 
to 
signal across one of the party on the north 
mountain was surprised to hear voices 
which apparently came from the air. He 
moved about and the sound was no 
longer heard. 
By changing his position 
several times ho discovered that at a cer- 
tain spot on the mountain he could hear 
the voices, and it was not long before 
he found that they proceeded from tho 
party on the other mountain. 


lie called tho attention of the others 
to the phenomena and then they attracted 
tho party on the south mountain and 
found that an ordinary conversation in 
an ordinary tone of voice was plainly 
heard from one mountain top to the 
other. 
Tliere was only one place on 
each mountain where it could be heard 
and it appeared to bo a natural telephone. 
No shouting was necessary and 
the 
words were perfectly distinct.

The Boomeraii;;^, 


The boomerang is an instrument used 
both in war and in the chase by the 
aborigines of Australia, 
It is usually 
about two feet in length, made of hard 
wood bent into a curve resembling an 
obtuso angle, flat on one side 
and 
rounded on tho other. 
The method of 
using this curious weapon is very pe- 
culiar. The thrower takes it by one end, 
holding the bent side downward, and 
hurls it forward as if to hit some object 
twenty to twenty-flve yards in advance. 
Instead of continuing to go directly for- 
ward in accordance with the Newtonian 
law, it slowly ascends in the air, whirl- 
ing round and round, describing a beau- 
tiful and geometrical curved line till it 
reaches a considerable height, when it 
begins to retrograde, finally sweeping 
over the head of the projector, striking 
the object for which it was intended, 
which is always in tho rear. 


This surprismg motion is produced by 
the reaction of the air upon tho bends 
and curves of the oddly-sliaped missile. 


Lieutenant Breton, in his book en- 
titled *'Excursions in New Öouth Wales 
and Western Australia," has this to say 
of that singular weapon; **Tao boom- 
erang is one of the most curious weapons 
of war ever invented, at least by a bar- 
barous people, nor is it easy to compre- 
hend by what law of projectiles it is 
made to take the singular directions that 
it frequently does, 
1 have seen a native 
throw ono so as to make it go forty or 
fifty yards horizontally, and not more 
than four feet from the ground. 
It 
would then suddenly dare into the air to 
the height of fifty or sixty yards, de- 
scribe a very considerable curve and 
finally fall at his feet. 
In all cases, no 
matter how thrown, the boomerang keeps 
turning with great rapidity, like as if on 
u pivot, making a loud, whizzing noise

bones that have becone hard and dry, or 
have been steamed or heated, but the 
green bones must be pounded or cut in 
• thin picces with knives.

bones from the butcher and those that 
have been exposed until they are dry. 
'Green bones contain quite a portion of 
meat and cartilage, and 
arc greedily

TO rilOTKCT THE CONSEnVATOIlY* 
The plant-bed cloth recommended as 
-a substitute for glass for hot beds and 
-cold frames may also be used advantage-

removed 
in the morning, 
unless the 
weather in daytime is exceedingly severe, 
in which case it may remain on If the 
sky is clouded.

A covering of heavy paper, such as may 
•be found at a printing office, forms a 
good protection, and matting, old car- 


Formula No. 1—Copper sulphate 4 
pounds, hme 4 pounds, water 1 barrel. 


Formula No. 2-.Copper sulphate 4 
pounds, lime 4 pounds, Paris green 4 
ounccs, water 1 barrel. 


No. 1 is used for apple and pear scab 
and to prevent the leaves of plum and 
pear trees from dropping prematurely; 
also for raspberry cane scab, but should 
not bo used on raspberries after the 
blossoms open. 
Apply once before the 
leaves o])en and about three times there- 
after. 
Not to be used on plums and 
early fruits later than July 1.

PIDERS arc wonderfully rond 
of 
the music 
mado 
by 
stringed instruments," said 
an entomologist to a writer 
'for the Washington Stiir. 
''It is not be- 
•causo they enjoy melody, but simply for 
the reason that the sounds to their oars 
resemblo the buzzing of 
captivc flics. 
By gently touching the stringrs of a 
guitar one can often cause spiders to 
•come down the walls or from the ceil- 
ings. 
They will even walk over the 
rstriugs and while doing so they appear 
to bo eagerly searching for somethinic, 
moving about excitedly and 
looking 
:flerco and hungry. 


" A kind of spider native to South 
America is remarkable 
lor 
the groat 
iength of its less, and has a very singular 
method of defending itself. 
When at- 
tack 3d it gathers its feet together, fast- 
•eniug them to the center of its web,and 
gyrates with the velocity of a whirligig, 
so that it appears like a mist on the web, 
•offering no point for an enemv to strike 
.at. There is another species which 
tights 
by throwing a net about its adversary. 
I have seen a duel betw^een two individ- 
uals, in which each tried to entangle the 
•other in snares cunningly cast, the dex- 
terity with which they avoided capture 
being wonderful. 
At length one was 
tripped, and presently 
the 
sucecsstul 
iX3ombatant began revolving 
round and

•round her opponent, the latter being 
soon wrapped in a silvery cocoon, whica 
was ita winding sheec. 


*'Among the most remarkable spiders 
is the Doloinedes, which runs over the 
surface of^water in pursuit of its prey,and 
"dives to escape from its enemies. 
Stran- 
ger still is the Argyroneta, which builds 
its bouse wherein it lays its eggs, and 
rears its young at the bottom of streams, 
•Some species arc exceedingly 
ferocious, 
though none more so than the huge gray 
Lycosa, with a black rim round its mid- 
-dle, which will chase people on slight 
provocation. 
This fierce creature, which 
lives partly by catching birds, has been 
¿nown to pursue men on liorse-back. 


''Dr. W. H. Hudson tells of such an 
adventure which he met with while rid- 
ing across a plain covered with dry grass. 
Pursuing his way at an easy trot he sud- 
'denly observed a great spider chasing 
Jiim, leaping swiftly along and keeping 
-up with the horse. 
He«aimed u blow 
with his whip at the ferocious insect,and 
the point of the lash struck the ground 
^lose to it,when it instantly leaped upon 
.and ran up the lash. 
It was actually 
within three or iour inches of the hand 


when we see her spread her beautiful 
geometric snare, held by lines fixed to 
widely separated point«, while she sits 
concealed in her web-lined retreat among 
the leaves where every touch on the far- 
reaching structure is telegraphed to her 
by the communicating lines as faithfully 
as if a nerve had been touched, we must 
admire the wondcrfxil perfection to which 
she has attained in the use of her cord. 
By these means she is able to conquer 
creatures too swift and strong for her 
and make them her prey^ 
When we see 
her repairing damages, weighting her 
light fabric in windy weather with peb- 
bles and sticks, as a fisherman weights 
his net, or cutting loose a captive, whose 
great strength threatens the destruction 
of the web, wo begin to perceive that 
this wonderful arachnid possesses reason 
of a highly developed kind."

Onc'half cupful of olive oil, one scant 
cupful of whipped crcam,one tablespoon- 
iul of vinegar, one tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, as much cayenne pepper as 
can be taken up on tho point of a pen- 
knife, one-quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt and the yolk of one egg. 
Beat the

These latter, being winged, are 
able to swoop down from above, them- 
selves protected by invulerablo shields 
and armed with deadly atings. 
With re- 
lation to their foes spiders are placed in 
.a aituation very similar to that of human 
beings, 
having soft and 
unprotected 
.bodies, possessing no natural weapons 
worth mentioning and being equipped 
•with very slight muscular strength com- 
pared with the animals they have to con- 
4-end against. 
Their survival in creation, 
where causes for their swift extermina- 
tion would seem to exist, is duo to the 
•exercise of fauperior intelligence and cun- 
jiing, as is the case with mankind» 


''Dr, Hudson says that this superior 
-intelligence is closely related to the web 
•with which the spider is provided, 
Im- 
;agino the caso of an arboreal man born 
with a cord of great length attached to 
his waist, which could cither bo dragged 
.after him or carried in a coil. 
Experi- 
•once would teach him to put it to use and 
practice would make him more and more 
skillful in handling it. 
He would be- 
gin by employing it, as tho monkey does 
its prehensile tail, to swing himself from 
branch to branch, and finally, to escape 
from an enemy or in pursuit of his prey, 
>ho would bo able by means of his cord 
to drop himself with safety from tho 
liallest trees or fly down the steepest 
precipices. 
He would also utilize it for 
binding branches together and building 
himself a refuge. In a close fight he would 
endeavor to entangle his adversary, and 
at last he would loara to make a snare of 
it to capture other animals.

Macaroni, like rice, is often used to 
take tUe place of a vegetable; it is nice 
served with roast beef. 
It should be 
baked with cheese when used with game. 
It is sometimes cooked' in stock and 
served with brown sauce or tomato sauce. 
It is also nice cooked in clear water and 
served with cream sauce. 


Baked Macaroni—Take about one- 
fourth pound macaroni and put in water 
until tender; skim out of the water, put 
a spoonful of butter in the pudding dish 
and a layer of macaroni; gnite as much 
cheese as 
you 
have 
macaroni, 
£ nd 
sprinkle in a layer; fill the dish with al- 
ternate layers of cheese and macaroni; 
pour over the whole a cup of rich milk; 
bake half an hour or more. 


Boiled Macaroni—Pour one pint of 
boiling water over one-fourth 
pound 
of macuroni; let it soak half an hour; 
drain and cut fine; put in double kettle, 
with hot milk enough to cover; cook un- 
til tender; drain and season with a table- 
spoonful of butter, a lictle salt and a tea- 
cupful of cream, if you wish; grate a 
little cheese over tho top. 


Macaroni With Tomato Sauce—Break 
fine 
one-fourth pound 
of 
macaroni, 
throw into salted, boiling water, cook 
rapidly from twenty to thirty minutes, 
drain in a colander, then set the colander 
with macaroni in a pan of cold water 
ten minutes. 
Prepare a pint of stewed 
tomatoes, put over tho fire and heat, sea- 
son with salt and butter, add the maca- 
roni, let cook five minutes and serve. 


Macaroni a la Creme—Break one-half 
pound of macaroni into pieces, wash 
well and put in a double kettle with hot 
water enough to cover tho whole; after 
it is swelled, add two teaspjonfuls of 
salt, boil tea minutes and dram vS the 
water, pour over it a largo cupful of 
sweet milk and cook until tender. 
Heat 
one cupful of milk in a basin until it 
boils, mix one tablespoonful of butter 
and one teaspoonful of flour smooth and 
stir into tho milk, have one egg well 
l;)eaten with the egg-beater, stir in and 
cook 
until it thickens; 
dish up 
tho 
macaroni and pour the sauce over 
New York Observer.

Mn Kleberg, for instance, receives an 
order from a firm in Chicago calling for 
1000 head of cattle. 
The breed of cat- 
tle the firm wants is grazing in a corner 
of the range fenced in by barb-wire, and 
marked pale blue for convenience on a 
beautiful map blocked out in colors, like 
a patch-work quilt, which hangs in Mr. 
Kleberg's office. 
When the order is re- 
ceived, he sends a Mexican on a pony to 
tell the men near that particular pale 
blue pasture to round up 1000 head of 
cattle, and at the same time directs his 
superintendent to send in a few days as 
many cowboys to that pasture as aro 
needed 
to

to 
the 
rail- 
road station. 
The boys on the pas- 
ture, which we will suppose is ten miles 
square, will take ten of their number and 
five extra ponies apiece, which one man 
leads, and from one to another of which 
they shift their saddles as men do in polo, 
and go directly to tho water tanks in the 
ten square miles of land. A cow will not 
often wander more than two and a half 
miles from water, and so, with the water 
tank, which on the King ranch may be 
either a well with a wind-mill or a dam- 
med canon full of rain-water, as a ren- 
dezvous, the finding of the cattle is com- 
paratively easy, and ten men can round 
up 1000 head in a day or two. 
When 
they have them all together, tho cowboys 
who are to drive them to tho station have 
arrived, and take them off. 


At tho station tho agent of tho Chicago 
firm and tho agent of the King ranch ride 
through the herd together, and if they 
disagree as to the fitness of any one or

it in their living rooms. 
Any one who 
has over seen the inside of an Italiaa 
tenement will appreciate tho—well, the 
disadvantage, to speak mildly, of this 
mode of operation. 
The remainder of 
the fruit from the steamer is bought by 
wholesale dealers who have basements 
fitted on purpose for ripening the ba- 
nans. 
These rooms are heated by gas to 
a temperature of about sixty-five degrees» 
and in three or four days tho fruit is 
ripe and ready for sale. 
Stowaways ia 
tho shape ot tarantulas and centipedes 
(and once in a while a tiny snake) are 
often brought in tho bunches, making 
their appearance on the walls of tho 
ripening rooms after the fruit has beea 
hung up. 
They are not pleasant com- 
pany and are despatched in short order. 
These fruit steamers take a few passen- 
gers to and from Jamaica, tho trip being 
a very pleasant one, occupying about six 
days.—Boston Transcript.
